Mi Casa, Mi Universidad in ‘transition’ phase 


The program lost 
funding as its five- 
year grant period 
ended.

The five-year grant period that was 
funding Mi Casa, Mi Universidad, a 
project to help enrollment and gradu- 


ation rates among Hispanic and Latino 
students, has expired, leaving the pro- 
gram in a transition period. 

Cal State Long Beach was desig- 
nated as a Hispanic-serving institution 
(HSI) in 2005, which made programs 
like Mi Casa, Mi Universidad eligible 
to receive federal funding. 

In order for a university to qualify 
as a Hispanic-serving institution, the 
university must be nonprofit and have 
at least a 25 percent Hispanic student 
population, of which 50 percent must 
be low-income. 

According to President F. King Al- 
exander, the federal government and 


the U.S. Department of Education have 
rejected any new or recurring applica- 
tions for funding for such programs 
due to steep federal budget cuts. 

“We have worked to keep [the pro- 
grams] working as best we can with- 
out the federal funds,” Alexander said. 
“We will continue to do so.” 

According to Britt Rios-Ellis, direc- 
tor of the National Council of La Raza 
(NCLR) and the CSULB Center for 
Latino Community Health, Leadership 
and Training, HSI programs are not 
disappearing, but instead, are merely 
in a transition period. 

“This. funding cycle is ending, but 


there is an additional $25 million dol- 
lars of HSI funding that will be used 
for many other programs on campus,” 
Rios-Ellis said. 

Rios-Ellis said competition for 
grants is not easy and varies with the 
ups and downs of the economy. 

“This particular mechanism is com- 
ing to an end, but it will continue to ex- 
ist through the other mechanisms that 
have become permanent on campus,” 


' Rios-Ellis said, 


According to Rios-Ellis, the main 
objective of the HSI program is to give 
grants to inspire cultural awareness in 
an institution such as CSULB, and for 


this reason there is permanence in pro- 
grams that help the Latino/Hispanic 
student body. 

Although the Mi Casa, Mi Univer- 
sidad program in particular will not be 
available for students, HSI programs 
for students of Science, Technology, 

Engineering and Math (STEM), also 
known as Promotores de STEM, are 
still being funded and will be available 
in the fall. 

~ “Whatever we had will continue in 
a different way,” Rios-Ellis said. “We 
have learned a lot about serving these 
students and have a lot of great things 
planned for the future.” 


OBAMA: 
Don't let loan 
rates double 


The president is 
making a push for 
young voters.

President Obama is calling on 
Congress to stop interest rates on 
student loans from doubling, con- 
tinuing a push to make higher edu- 
cation a campaign issue. 

The U.S. Department of Edu- 
cation offers six different federal 
loans but if Congress doesn’t act 
before July 1 the interest rate on 
subsidized Stafford loans will rise 
to 6.8 percent. z 

“In America, higher education 
cannot be a luxury,” Obama said 
in his weekly address. “It’s an eco- 
nomic imperative that every family 


must be able to afford.” é 

The federal government offers 
subsidized Stafford loans to stu- 
dents with financial need and pays 
the interest on the loan until the stu- 
dent graduates. 

According to the White House, 
for every year that interest rates on 
these subsidized loans stays at 6.8 
percent, students will rack up an 
extra $1,000 in debt.

Although she was covered in fake blood from se- 
vere burns and wore clothes that were in tatters, Ai- 
leen Chen was full of excitement playing the role of 
an injured passenger from a plane crash at the Long 
Beach Airport (LGB) Triennial Drill on Friday. 

During this drill, the airport conducted a mock 
plane crash in which all of the first responders, in- 
cluding firemen, police officers, operations and pub- 
lic affairs, were evaluated on their reaction to the 
emergency. : 

Chen, a Cal State Long Beach sophomore pre- 
nursing major, played Cliff Clavon, a second and 
third degree burn victim who was allergic to penicil- 
lin and had lost his mom during the accident. 

“This is the first time that I’ve heard the airport 
had to do this,” Chen said. “It’s pretty fun, and I am 
happy that we get to actually be victims instead of 
people just passing out water or being the family 
members.” 

Chen, also an intern and volunteer at the St. Mary 
Medical Center in Long Beach, said she participated 
in the event to get a glimpse of how her future career 
would be. 

“T am trying to get into nursing, so it’s nice to see 
what options they have, like what else you can be,” 
Chen said. “You can be a fireman or you can be part 
of a search and rescue team, which is pretty cool, too. 
And you can also be involved with first-aid, CPR and 
so much more.”

November protests and Long Beach 
State men’s basketball team. 

“After I got [the award] I felt like 
I did exactly what I set out to do,” 
Agregado said. “On days like that you 
feel vindicated.” 

Agregado has worked at the Daily 
49er for two years and will be graduat- 
ing this fall. 

Cosette Macari, Daily 49er design 
director; Robbie Eich, Daily 49er car- 
toons editor; Tracy McDannald, for- 
mer Daily 49er assistant sports editor 
and senior editor at goazcats.com; and 
Kysung Gong, a Daily 49er staff pho- 
tographer all took home top awards.

Gong and 
McDannald won second place for best 
news photo and best sports column, 
respectively. 

“I feel really accomplished,” Ma- 
cari said. “This is my first real recog- 
nition as a designer so it’s encouraging 
to know I’m doing something right.” 

Eich was happy to be recognized for 
doing something he loved. 

“I’m pretty stoked all around,” the 
long-time Daily 49er cartoonist said. 

The Daily 49er competed against 
daily newspapers from across the state 
in the CCMA’s Division A category. 

The Daily Californian took home 
the award banquet’s top prize, win- 
ning first place for general newspaper 
excellence. 

Last month, the Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists awarded the Daily 
49er two prizes in photography. 
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nearly 7.5 million students will be af- 
fected.

“huge new tax cuts for millionaires and 
billionaires” but not his efforts to limit 
student debt. 

“Congress needs to keep* interest 
rates on student loans from doubling 
and they need to do it now,” he said. 

Still, the interest rate increase will 
only affect students taking out subsi- 
dized Stafford loans after July 1. A ma- 
jority of students will not be affected by 
the rate increase. 

Students who take out unsubsidized 
Stafford loans and graduate students 
who qualify for subsidized loans al- 
ready pay a 6.8 percent interest rate. 

According to Bloomberg Business- 
week , Obama’s plan to attract younger 
voters will continue when he appears 
on “Late Night With Jimmy Fallon” 
this Tuesday.

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ASI resolution changes 
selection process for 
otudents-at-large .

The Associated Students Inc. Senate 
approved a resolution to amend a Lobby 
Corps bylaw that would change the way 
Students-at-Large are selected, on its 
first reading Wednesday. 

In the current process of selecting 
Students-at-Large for Lobby Corps, the 
ASI president interviews applicants and 
then recommends potential candidates 
to the Senate for their approval. 

However, this process excludes the 
Lobby Corps from the decision-making 
process. 

“TLobby Corps] has a more in-depth 
understanding of what they will require 
from any potential appointees ... to leave 
[Lobby Corps] out of the process would 
be unwise,” author of the resolution and 
ASI Senator Jorge Soriano said. 

Soriano’s resolution allows Lobby 
Corps to make recommendations to the 
Senate. 
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Former ASI President James Ahuma- 
da established Lobby Corps in 2011 to 
create a group to advocate for students 
on a local, state and federal level. 

The duties of Lobby Corps include 
reporting the actions of the Califor- 
nia State Student Association (CSSA) 
to the Senate, coordinating state and 
federal voter registration drives and 
higher education campaigns on cam- 
pus and establishing a training pro- 
gram to prepare student advocates for 
lobby visits. 

Lobby Corps is a division under the 
ASI Senate, which is under the legisla- 
tive branch of ASI. The ASI President is 
part of the executive branch. 

“Our ASI’s_ structure models the 
structure of the national government, 
which operates under the idea of a 
separation of powers,” Soriano said. 
“To have the chief executive appoint a 
voting member of a legislative branch 
committee negates that idea.” 

Soriano said he recognized the prob- 
lem when he became chair of Lobby 
Corps. 

“This [will keep] the decision within 
the appropriate branch and allow the 
Lobby Corps to make a decision based 
on the qualifications of the applicant 
and the needs of the group,” Soriano 
said.

Dalai Lama Brings Message 
of Peace in Long Beach 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (MCT) — 
The Dalai Lama spoke before a crowd 
of the faithful at the Long Beach 
Convention Center on Saturday af- 
ternoon.. 

The theme of his talk was “Peace of 
Mind in Troubled Times.” 

The Dalai Lama touched on the sub- 
ject of spreading peace and kindness 
throughout the world, saying “human 
compassion and gentleness are planted 
early.” 

“Individual oneness with all hu- 
man beings will lead to less bullying, 
cheating, and killing,” said the Dalai

The Dalai Lama was introduced at 
today’s event by actor Richard Gere. 


The 76-year-old Dalai Lama re- 
tired as Tibet’s political leader last 
year, but he is still perceived as the 
-spiritual leader of about 5 million 
Tibetans. 


He is considered the 14th incarna- , 


tion of the “living Buddah.” 

He has recently spoken openly 
about choosing a successor. 

The Chinese government re- 
sponded by issuing a statement that 
the next Dalai Lama must come 

from within China itself.

Senior psychology major John Mon- 
tealere, also participated in the mock 
plane crash drill to see how an actual 
trauma scenario would play out in an 
airport situation. 

-“T am looking to go -into military 
medicine, Navy’s ship surgeon spe- 
cifically, so this is a good run-through 
and good practice for emergency situ- 
ations,” Montealere said. “Especially, 
since they do end up calling in military 
for a lot of things.” 

Montealere and Chen are currently 
involved in the clinical care extender 
program at St. Mary Medical Center, 
where they found out about the event, 
and they were encouraged to sign up to 
volunteer. 

“TThe drill is held] once every three 
years, so I thought it would be just a re- 
ally fun thing to jump on board,” Mon- 
tealere said. “So far it’s holding up to 
its expectations, and it’s a lot of fun. 
It seems really well-planned and well- 
structured, and I think everything went 
all according to plan.” 

Aside from students who wish to be 
in the medical field, other students from 
unrelated majors came to the drill for 
other purposes. 

Asia Danaan-chan, a sophomore 
drawing and painting major participat- 


ed just for the experience. 

“When I first heard about it, I didn’t 
really know what to expect, but | 
thought it would be something fun to 
do with my friend, so I participated,” 
Danaan-chan said. 

“There has been a lot of waiting 
around, but ‘it’s been exciting to be all 
covered in face paint and see everyone 
all bloody,” she continued. 

This triennial exercise is required 
by the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion and conducted every three years. 
It is part of the 139 FAA requirements 
that gives LGB the credentials to be an 
airport. 

The scenario was that Peanut Air 
flight 420, with 100 people on board, 
suffered hydraulic failure upon land- 
ing, so it collided with a small beach 
craft at approximately 11:10 a.m. There 
were 4 people on board the beach craft 
and two people in each maintenance 
vehicle. 

There were more than 20 agencies 
present, including the American Red 
Cross, Long Beach Fire Department 
and Long Beach Police Department. 

Students from CSULB, Long Beach 
City College and Cypress College were 
present to lend a hand. 

“(The purpose of this drill is] to 
work on coordination and emergency 
response in case of an air disaster here 
at the airport,” said Matt Dobbertuhl, 
LBFD Public Information Officer. “We 
would like to train to make sure that we 
can respond in timely manner.” 


Anybody who has been in college 
for a while has had to experience at 
least one bad professor. Maybe they 
were unprepared, lazy or just hard to 
understand.

system, 

bad professors are extremely hard to 
get rid of.

This problem was made even more 
apparent during the recent Miramonte 
molestation case, in which multiple 
teachers were accused of molesting 
their elementary school students.

It was originally implemented 
to make sure that schools would not 
just fire more experienced teachers so 
they can hire younger ones who cost 
less. This makes sense, but the process 
of firing teachers needs to be fixed. 

There are currently three bills about 
to be addressed that all promise to 
fix the system. One of the bills only 
applies to teachers who have done 
something serious like violence or 
molestation. This makes sense after 
the Miramonte scandal, but it still fails 
to address what to do if a teacher is 
just plain bad at their job. 

The other two bills plan to remove 
an arbitrary rule that no teacher can 
be fired during the summer months 

~ of May through September. They will 
also help to allow the schools to give

more evidence to back up their complaints about a certain teacher. 
They would also get rid of a lengthy waiting period in which the 
school has to inform the teacher of their intent to fire months in 


advance. ; 


It is important that teachers and professors are protected from 
losing their jobs, especially during a budget crisis like the one we’re 
in.

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Dirtbags split first 
two against UCI 


After being no-hit on 
Friday night, LBSU 
responded witha 
walk-off victory on 
Saturday.

After being no-hit by UC Irvine 
sophomore starting pitcher Andrew 
Thurman on Friday night, the Long 
Beach State baseball team rebounded 
on Saturday with a walk-off, 4-3 vic- 
tory. 

Using 110 pitches, 67 for strikes, 
Thurman (4-2) stumped the Dirtbags 
allowing only two Long Beach batters 
to reach base while earning the win for 
the Anteaters, 4-0. 

“T used fastball mostly in and out and 
occasionally a curve or change up to 
keep [Long Beach] off balance,” Thur- 
man said. “I thought about [the no-hit- 
ter] in the middle of the game. Not only 
did I have a no-hitter going, but it was 
a close game and I wanted to focus on 
getting the out and getting out of there 
[with a win].” 

The Dirtbags were no-hit for the 
second time in as many years by a UCI 
pitcher. In 2011, Irvine pitcher Matt 
Summers no-hit LBSU on the Anteat- 
ers way to a 2-0 series opening win be- 


fore Long Beach rebounded to win the 
final two games of the series at Anteat- 
er Ballpark in Irvine. 

On his first pitch of the game, Thur- 
man hit Long. Beach second baseman 
Jeff McNeil, but McNeil would be the 
only Dirtbags player to reach base till 
the eighth inning. The. six-foot-three- 
inch right-hander walked pinch hitter 
Jeff Yamaguchi to break his streak of 
23 batters retired in succession before 
getting four more outs to secure the no- 
hitter. 

LBSU quickly forgot about the pre- 
vious night, however, as they took the 
second game of the three-game series 
with a walk-off hit from Matt Duffy. 

The junior shortstop singled to cen- 
ter field, scoring sophomore left fielder 
Johnny Bekakis, giving the Dirtbags a 
4-3 comeback victory. © 

Before Duffy’s liner to center field, 
Bekakis led off the inning with a walk 
that was followed by sophomore pinch 
hitter Brennan Fulkerson’s sacrifice 
bunt. Senior catcher Kellen Hoime then 
struck out before Anteaters reliever 
Race Parementer put Jeff McNeil on 
base to set up Duffy’s heroics. 

“I told them not to worry about the 
no-hitter last night and just play base- 
ball, to worry about what’s in front of 
you,” LBSU head coach Troy Buckley 
said. : 

Senior center fielder Brennan 
Metzger said the team was relieved. 
after being able to rebound so quickly 
from being no-hit the previous night. 
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LBSU starting pitcher Ryan Strufing’s (24) strong effort on Saturday helped the Dirtbags to a 4-3 victory. 


“Tt kind of felt like the monkey was 
off of our back, it was nice to get that 
first one and open it up a little bit,” 
Metzger said. 

Junior third baseman Juan Avila 
paced the Dirtbags offensively going 
2-for-4 with an RBI. Duffy finished 
1-for-4 with the game winning RBI and 
aruh scored, 

Sophomore starting pitcher Ryan 
Strufing pitched 6 1/3 innings allowing 
three runs, all in the first inning, on six 
hits. Strufing also struck out four bat- 
ters. Senior relief pitcher Matt Johnson 
picked up his first win of the season af- 
ter closing out the game with 2 2/3 in- 
nings of scoreless baseball. 

“Johnson did a nice job and Strufing 
did a nice job after that first inning,” 
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Buckley said. “It was_a good character 
win against a good club.” 

The Dirtbags headed into Sunday’s 
rubber game with a 17-19 overall record 
and an 8-3 mark in Big West Confer- 
ence play 

The Long Beach State Dirtbags took 
an lead early in the bottom of the first 
inning on an Avila RBI Single to right 
field. 

The Anteaters. would counter with 
two runs of their own in the next half 
inning. 

“ Dirtbags starter Shawn Stuart un- 
characteristically hit a batter after al- 
lowing a lead off double to Kris Pau- 
lino: Paulino’s drive to right field was 
misread by Josh Guerra, who attempted 
a sliding catch but came up empty. 


Stuart would comeback to strikeout 
Chris Rabago before he gave the Ant- 


_eaters their first run. The six-foot-four- 


inch starter would balk, a failed pick- 
off move to-first being the call, before 
a wild pitch scored Paulino from third 
base. 

Kyle Mclanahan then sent the next 
pitch he saw to center field to score Jeff 
Stephens to give the Anteaters their 
second run of the day. Stephens was hit 
by Stuart and advanced to third via balk 
and wild pitch before scoring. 

The score stood at 2-1 in favor of Ir- 
vine as they headed to bat in the top of 
the fourth inning. Both starters remain 
in the game as they combined to sur- 
render six hits, four for Irvine and two 
for LBSU.
